reaching as it ml^ht be. He ran order 
them out of pool rooms and bootblack 
stands, but when it comes to private 
residences, barber shops 
or 
places 


where the noisy things are sold, bin 
bunds are tied. 


The chief objection to the 
phono- 


graph is that it sounds far into the 
night 
It is In a sense a disturber and 
as the phonograph is not a thing of 
Ife and unable to create n disturbance 
of its own accord the responsibility of 


such disturbance falls upon the should- 
ers of "the man behind." 


While the superinlpnde.nt cannot or- 


der the phonograph from certain places 
he suggests a way that the war uitrtiliiRt 
the alleged musical instruments enn be 
waged. 
If the phonograph fiend keeps 


the thing running late enough to dis- 
turb the slumbers of his neighbors .he 
enn be complained of for disturbing 
the peace or maintaining a nuisance.

around Mukden occurred tho greatest

thunder and lightning. 


There has been the greatest difficulty 
In preventing the cavalry stampeding 
by tho double guards and all the horse 
lines have boon tied. The 
men 
are 


scarcely able to keep their feet around 
the moving horses and .are singing and 
talking to ri"Iet them. 


All the lower ground Is under water 


and Chinese boats from the Hun'river 
are navigating many of the rofirls nnd 
some of the streets. This makes little 
difference to the men who are under 
canvaF; but all others are soaked *o 
tlie skin and are sleeping exhausted in 
mud nnd water.
